The  width  of  the  Rua  1°  de  Marco  up  to 
this  point,  and  the  large  building*  faring  on 
it,  promised  to  make  it  one  of  the  most  at- 
tractive and  imposing  business  streets  in 
South  America,  but  this  projecting  edificeat 
the  corner  of  Rua  de  General  Camara, 
where  the  street  bends  and  is  suddenly  con- 
tracted, will  completely  and  irremediably 
spoil  it.  The  time  will  come,  when  Wealth 
and  good  taste  obtain  control  '»f  municipal 
affairs,  when  the  municipality  will  feel  itself 
obliged  to  buy  this  projecting  piece  of  land 
and  pay  for  a  new  front  to  the  fine  edifice 
now  building,  111  order  to  widen  the  street 
and  remove  what  everyone  can  not  help 
condemning.  In  otber  places  it  is  possible 
for  the  municipality  to  obtain  important 
improvements  in  street  lines  by  a  timely 
combination  with  those  who  are  pulling 
down  old  buildings  lor  the  purpose  of 
erecting  new  and  costly  edifices.  Then, 
too,  there  arc  several  projects  organized  or 
under  consideration  lor  the  widening  and 
improvement  o\'  streets,  all  of  which  should 
be  subject  to  some  general  plan,  in  which 
health,  ventilation  and  beauty  should  all  be 
considered,  The  one  really  sensible  scheme 
is  that  of  widening  the  Rua  Sete  de  Setem- 
bro,  which  would  unite  three  public  parks 
and  would  admit  of  an  extension  not  possi- 
ble to  any  other  scheme.  In  all  these, 
however,  it  will  be  impossible  to  secure 
uniformity  and  good  results  without  the 
creation  of  a  board  of  public  works  com- 
posed of  prominent  ami  responsible  citizens.

We  are  glad   to  note  that  the  Jornal  do 
Commercio  has  obtained  assurances  that  the 
recent  concession  for  a    railway   to   Tijuca 
over  the  carriage  road  now  existing,  will  be 
reconsidered.     The  concession  is  so  antago- 
nistic  to  the  rights  and  convenience  of  the 
public,  to  whom  this  carriage  road  belongs, 
that  there  ought  not  to  be  the  slightest  hesi- 
tation   in   its  reconsideration.     And  if  this 
is  not  at  once  made   effective,    we  should 
like  to  see  an  embargo  placed  on  the  work, 
so  that  the  question  can  be  decided    by    the 
courts   whether  a   minister  can  turn  over  a 
public  road  to  a  private    corporation.      We 
know  how  desirable   it   is   that  a  railway 
should  be  constructed  to   Tijuca,    and    we 
firmly   believe    that    such    a    convenience 
would  aid  in  the  rapid  development  of  that 
suburb  and  thus  afford  incalculable  benefits 
to  the  people  of  this  city.     But,    to  secure 
all   this,    we  are  not  prepared  to  accept  the 
idea  that  the  beautiful  carriage    road,    built 
at  so  great  an  expense,  which  connects  that 
suburb  with  the  city,  should  be  surrendered 
to  a  company  for  its  private  use  and   profit. 
It  would  be  a  serious  loss  to  divert  this  road 
to  any  such  use,  for  when   Brazilians  learn 
to  better  appreciate  good  horses,  good  roads 
and  driving,  this  road  up  the  mountain  side 
to  the  "Floresta"  and  the  charming  Gavea 
and  Chinese  View  drives,  will  become  one 
of  the  most  popular  sources  of  amusement 
in  Rio  de  Janeiro.     In  view  of  the  facl  that 
a  60-centimetre  railway  following  the  curves 
and   sharp  angles  of  tiiis  carriage  road,  will 
afford  only  the  slightest  advantage  over  the 
diligence   in  the  matter  of  speed,  there  is 
not  even  the  excuse   of   public    utility   to 
warrant   so  gross  a  confiscation.

The  rapid  reconstruction  of  the  central 
district  of  the  old  city,  under  the  impetus 
given  by  recent  speculation,  renders  it  more 
than  urgent  that  some  decided  measure 
should  be  adopted  for  the  supervision  of 
buildings  and  the  improvement  of  the 
streets.  It  would  be  belter,  of  course,  to 
have  this  left  to  the  regular  incorporation 
of  the  city  and  the  definite  organization  of 
a  regular  municipal  government,  but  as  no 
steps   have  yet  been  taken  toward  that  end 


\v  it  be  true,  as  staled  at  the  Empreza 
Industrial  do  Norte  e  Oeste  assembly  oil  the 
27th  ult.,  that  the  prospective  profits  of  the 
Terras  c  Colonizacao  company  are  50,000,- 
000$  on  introducing  and  settling  immigrants, 
8,000, 000$  on  roads,  and  50,000,000$  on 
the  sale  of  lands,  besides  earning  an  interest 
guarantee   of  6   per  cent,  on    30,000.000$ 
invested  in  economic  railways;  then   it  is 
quite  time  for  the  government  to  call  a  halt 
ami  reconsider  the  question   whether   it  is 
good    policy   to  place   such    profits   in   the 
hands  of  a  company  for   doing  what    the 
state  can  easily  do  for  itself.      Frankly,  we 
do   not  believe  the  statement,  for  the  busi- 
ness is  not  quite  so  profitable  as  these  specn  - 
lators   would   like   to   have    the    investing 
public  believe.      But,  even   on    the  suppo- 
sition   that   the  statement   is   not  true,    on 
what  grounds  is  it  possible  to  grant  conces- 
sions  which   permit    such   calculations  as 
these  ?    It  ought  to  be  the  purpose  of  the 
state  to  sell  its  lands  to  actual  settlers  at  the 
lowest  possible  figure,  and  it  ought  to  be  a 
fixed   rule  never  to   permit  a  speculator  to 
act  as  an  intermediary.     The  actual  settler, 
the  man  whose  labor  is  to  open  and  develop 
the  country,   is  entitled  to  every  possible 
favor   himself,  and   that   too    without  one 
.single  item   of  expense   for  the  services  of 
unnecessary    intermediaries.      If  the   gov- 
ernment must  make  a  propaganda  in  Europe 
and  pay  the  passages  of  immigrants — both 
of  which  are,    in   our  opinion,  quite   un- 
necessary— then  let  it  be  done  through  its 
consulates,  both  in  the  interests  of  economy 
and  responsibility.    As  the  case  now  stands, 
the  slate  is  gelling  much    poor   material   at 
an  enormous  cost—the  expenses  of  special 
agents,  printing,  iees,  commissions  and  sub- 
sidies being  very  large  in  proportion  to  the 
small    results  actually   obtained,       It    is    a 
system  so  bad  and  so  wasteful  that  we  can 
not    understand   how  any  honest,  business- 
like government  could  employ  it  for  one 
single  moment.     It  has  already  had  a  long 
and  cosily  experience  here   in  Brazil,  and 
with  no  other  result  than  failures  in  coloni- 
zation and  the  enrichment  of   favored  con- 
tractors.    It  is  a  system  full  to  overflowing 
with  intrigue,  deception,  dishonesty  and  in- 
justice,  while   the    nation    has   derived   110 
more  than  an  mtmitessimal  advantage  from 
the  outlay,   and  in  compensation   for  the 
demoralization  and  discredit  arising  from  it. 
If  the  country  were  properly  opened,    its 
lands  definitely  surveyed   and   placed  upon 
the  market,  and  if  its  economic  and  social 
life    were    made    more    advantageous    and 
beneficent  to  the  poor  people  seeking  homes 
in  the  new  world,  then  immigration  would 
soon  flow  in  of  its  own  accord,  without  cost 
to  the  taxpayer  and  without  discredit  to  the 
state,

THE    RIO    NEWS. 


Rcoardino  the  attack  on  the  Tribuna 
last  Saturday  evening,  there  is  but  one  com- 
ment to  make — it  was  a  cowardly  attempt 
to  intimidate  the  press  and  to  take  satis- 
faction for  a  little  plain  criticism.  We  have 
not  been  able  to  agree  with  the  Iribnnds 
policy  in  all  respects,  and  we  had  even  re- 
solved to  denounce  its  recent  most  unjus- 
tifiable attack  on  the  good  name  of  Argen- 
tine women,  but  as  we  believe  most  thor- 
oughly in  the  liberty  of  the  press  we  could 
not  for  one  single  moment,  nor  in  one 
single  particular,  justify  this  dastardly  attack. 
And  we  are  glad  to  note  that  with  but  one 
noticeable  exception  the  newspapers  of  this 
city  are  heartily  in  agreement  in  denouncing 
the  outrage.  That  one  exception  —  the 
Diario  tie  Noticias,  the  organ  of  the  min- 
ister of  finance — we  leave  to  defend  its 
inconsistency  as  best  it  can.  As  for  the 
motives  and  authors  of  this  attack,  nothing 
certain  can  be  said.  It  is  to  be  noted  that 
there  were  no  police  anywhere  near  the 
locality,  although  the  authorities  were  ad- 
vised over  four  hours  before  that  the  office 
was  threatened,  and  although  a  police  sta- 
tion is  not  over  three  minutes  walk  from  the 
place.  It  is  also  to  be  noted  that  one  of 
the  assailants  of  Gen.  Franzini  was  recog- 
nized as  a  police  employe,  and  that  a  mili- 
tary officer  was  seen  at  the  corner  near  with 
a  revolver  in  his  hand.  In  our  opinion, 
the  authorities  will  have  several  very  singular 
coincidences  to  explain  before  it  can  feel 
itself  free  from  a  suspicion  of  knowing  more 
or  less  of  the  projected  assault.  As  for  the 
attack  on  Gen.  Fmnzini,  who  happened  to 
be  in  the  Tribuna  office,  and  who  announ- 
ced his  name  and  nationality  to  the  cut- 
throats before  they  cut  open  his  head,  the 
conclusion  is  even  worse.  Gen.  I'Vanzini 
happens  to  be  a  creditor  of  the  government, 
and  is  known  to  be  in  disfavor  in  certain 
official  circles.  Why  should  his  life  be 
sought  by  an  assassin  who  had  been  advised 
that  he  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  office  at- 
tacked ?  As  was  the  case  when  Apulcho 
de  Castro  was  assassinated  because  ol  a 
quarrel  with  some  officers,  there  will  be  a 
pretence  of  investigation  and  then  the  whole 
affair  will  be  hushed  up.

THE  MISSIOiYr.S  TREATY. 

The  Diario  Qjicial  to-day  will  publish  the  news 
thai  "at  the  reunion  yesterday  celebrated  by  the 
members  of  the  provisional  government,  tinder  the 
presidency  of  the  Sr.  GeneraUin-chief,  it  was  de- 
cided thllt,  after  voting  the  Constitution  and  ihe 
election  of  the  constitutional  ['resident,  the  Mis. 
siones  treaty  will  be  submitted  to  the  Constituent 
Congress." 

As  the  Constituent  Congress  is  incompetent  to 
examine  this  question  and  de  facto  is  dissolved  im- 
mediately after  the  election  of  the  President,  we 
consider  it  imprudent  and  irregular  that  it  should 
occupy  itself  with  a  question  foreign  to  its  special 
mandate.  It  would  be  more  judicious  for  the 
President  to  call,  immediately  idler  his  election,  a 
special  session  of  Congress,  under  Art.  47,  §  10, 
of  the  project  of  the  Constitution. 

We  much  approve  of  the  resolution  taken  !iy 
the  government  to  submit  this  treaty  without  delay 
to  the  approval  of  the  legislative  power.  In  our 
opinion,  it  would  be  better  that  this  convention 
should  be  discussed  at  the  first  regular  congres- 
sional session;  but  it  is  not  surprising  that  the 
government  is  anxious  to  face  die  discussion  in  a 
proper  manner,  when  the  question  is  becoming  dis- 
cussed so  improperly,  with  such  want  of  judgment, 
and  by  persons  who  do  not  even  seriously  eonside. 
the  terms  of  the  treaty,  which  they,  ,«  limine,  con- 
demn.

A11ACK  UPON  HIE  "TA'/BCWA." 

During  yesterday  Sr.  Antonio  de  Medeiros,  edi- 
tor of  the  journal  A  Tubulin,  was  advised  that  an 
attack  on  his  printing  office  in  the  Rua  Novo  do 
Ouvidor  was  being  organized. 

Influenced  by  the  apprehensions  inspired  by  this 
information,  he  applied,  by  letter,  to  the  chief  of 
the  provisional  government  asking  for  precautions.. 
This  request,  we  are  informed,  was  delivered  at 
the  Itamaraty  palace  shortly  after  4  o'clock  p.  111. 

At  night-fall  rumors  circulated  among  various 
groups  scattered  along  the  Kua  do  Ouvidor  that 
Uie  TtiHna  would  be  attacked;  in  this  street,  at 
the  corner  of  the  Travessa  do  Ouvidor,  Lhere  ap- 
peared about  8  p.  in.  an  unusual  crowd  of  people, 
whose  purposes  appeared  to  be  doubtful. 

In  fact,  shortly  after  half-past  eight,  a  crowd  of 
over  20  persons,  armed  with  bludgeons,  penetrated 
to  the  interior  ot  the  printing  office  with  yells  of : 
kilt/  and  Smash/,  A  part  of. the  crowd  went  in- 
to  the  ground  Poor,  where  the  office  ol  the  paper 
is  established,  destroying  the  counter,  cupboards, 
shelving  and  other  objects  they  lound  at  hand  ;  the 
employes  of  this  section  fortunately  escaped  from 
(lie  clubs  which  were  wielded  without  aim. 


Another  part  of  the  crowd,  and  this  the  more 
numerous,  mounted  to  the  first  floor,  where  ore  es* 
tablisbcd  the  editorial  rooms  in  front,  and  the 
proof-readers  in  the  rear.  In  the  editorial  rooms, 
among  others  of  the  stuff  present,  was  Sr.  Antonio 
de  Medetros,  who,  hearing  the  noise  made  upon 
Ihe  stairway,  understood  his  danger  and,  warning 
his  companions,  ran  to  the  prool-readers,  crying  to 
them  to  save  themselves  in  the  best  possible 
manner. 

The  proof-renders  prepared  for  defense  and  flight; 
one  of  them,  Jose  Roman/,  by  name,  fortunately 
thought  ot  turninj;  off  the  gas.  The  assailants 
penetrating  the  editorial  rooms  committed  the 
greatest  of  destruction,  breaking  the  gas  fixture*, 
lables,  chairs,  shelving  with  books,   journals,    etc. 

The  persons  in  the  editorial  rooms  were  then 
very  lew,  and  escaped  from  the  blows  aimed  at 
them.  Gen.  M.  M.  Franzini  was  not  so  lucky  ;  be 
had  gone  up  to  the  editorial  rooms  shortly  before 
the  attack  to  obtain  permission  to  reproduce  an 
article  of  his  published  in  the  Gamta  da  Tatde, 
and  found  himself  in  the  midst  of  the  assailants, 
one  of  whom,  probably  taking  him  for  one  of  the 
editors  of  the  journal,  gave  him  an  enormous  razor 
cut  on  the  head,  on  the  left  side,  near  the  throat. 

While  this  was  occurring  in  the  editorial  rooms, 
in  that  ol  the  proof-readers  the  same  facts  were 
occurring.  The  division  of  the  assailants  which 
had  gone  there  did  great  damage,  destroying  the 
material  which  was  found. 

Komariz,  the  prool-rcader  who  had  turned  off 
Ihe  gas,  received  from  one  of  ihe  assailants  a  blow 
on  the  head  that  prostrated  him,  bathed  in  blood. 
The  others  escaped.  Whether  any  of  them  were 
wounded  is  not  known, 

On  the  second  floor  was  the  printing  office, 
which  received  no  damage.  The  printers,  seeing 
what  was  occurring  on  the  first  floor,  turned  off 
the  gas  in  their  rooms  and  prepared  for  defense. 

There  was  for  some  moments  an  exchange  of 
icvolver  shots  between  the  printers  on  the  upper 
and  the  assailants  on  the  lower  floor,  until  ihe 
latter,  satisfied  with  iheir  destructive  work,  de- 
cided not  to  go  higher  up. 

Then  it  was  that  the  subdelegate  of  the  parish, 
Sr.  Ileredia  de  Sa,  accompanied  by  his  clerk,  by 
ihe  commander  and  policemen  from  the  station, 
directed  himself  to  Ihe  place  attacked,  and  there 
took  cognizance  of  the  fact,  examining  Sr.  Antonio 
de  Mcderios  and  other  employes.  Shortly  alter, 
in  imitation  of  ihe gendarmes  in  I.ts  Brigands,  there 
arrived  a  police  cavalry  force,  breathing  fire  and 
lury,  trampling  upon  men  and  ladies  who  were 
passing  along  the  Kua  do  Ouvidor,  with  risk  to 
their  lives. 

At  0  o'clock,  a  little  more  or  less,  there  appeared 
at  the  Tribuna  Or.  Campos  Salles,  minister  of  jus  ■ 
lice,  and  Dr.  Agostinho  Vidal,  chief  of  police,  pio 
■  fin,  accompanied  by  iheir  aides  Lieut.  Pereira  and 
Kivsign  Abred.  The  minister,  exceedingly  an- 
noyed   and    sincerely   regretting    the   occurrence

which  were  considerable,  and  upon  leav„,g  stl 
ly  recommended  to  the  chief  of  police,  />io  tent,  that 
lie  should  proceed  to  a  rigorous  investigation  as  to 
the  attack,  and  minutely  examine  all  ihe  employes 
of  the  journal  to  discover  if  any  of  the  assailants 
bad  been  recognized  by  them. 

'through  the  damage  done  to  Uie  fixtures,  the 
building  was  idled  by  gas,  and  ihe  closing  of  the 
meter  was  necessary  to  prevent  an  explosion. 

The  chief  of  police,  after  examining  the  ruins, 
ordered  that  the  building  be  guarded  by  sentries, 
nd  proceeding  to  his  department  commenced  the 
investigation  of  this  sad  occurrence. 

The  two  wounded,  Romariz,  the  proof-reader 
and  Gen.  Franziui,  were  taken  to  a  chemist's  in  the 
Run  dos  Ourives,  where  they  received  professional 
services  from  Dr.  Carlos  Gross.  The  condition  of 
both,  principally  that  of  Romariz,  appears  to  in- 
spire serious  apprehensions.

—The  constitution  of  Ceara  provides  that  a  pres-

years  (!)  and  deputies  elected  for  three. 

-At  a  place  called  Tijucas,  Santa  Catharina,  the 
parish  priest  seduced  a  giri  <>{  respectable  family, 
ind  his  parishioners,  instead  of  breaking  his  bones, 
nerely  gave  him  24  hours  to  leave— and  leave  he 
lid. 

—The  Phan'i  ol  Jniz  de  K6ra  hears  that  the 
date  capital  of  Minns  Geraes  will  be  moved  to  Sa- 
hara or  Barbacena  provisionally  until  die  new  city 
ran  be  built.  "Whom  the  gods  would  destroy, 
hey  first  make  mad." 

— Thirteen  involuntary  boarders  in  the  jail  at 
Pomlia,  Minas  Geraes,  aided  by  the  soldier  on 
guard,  broke  out  on  the  morning  of  the  20th  ult. 
ind  made  good  their  escape.  The  unfaithful  sol- 
iier  went  with  them. 

-Decrees  dated  on  the  28th  ulto.  created  na-

— -Trouble  appears  to  have  arisen  between  the 
president  and  his  colleagues  ol  the  Porto  Alegre 
mtendtntia,  and  all  because  the  former  applied  to 
the  governor  of  the  state  for  a  credit  of  40,000$ 
without  consulting  the  latter.  Perhaps  the  presi- 
dent had  a  particular  design   for  spending  the  cash. 

— The  naturalized  German  workingmen  of  Sao 
Paulo  have  addressed  a  memorial  to  the  meml>er- 
oi  Congress  from  that  state  asking  that  the  consti- 
lUtion  be  so  amended  that  all  elections  shall  be  hehl 
on  Sunday,  or  on  a  strict  holiday.  The  canny  Ger- 
mans do  not  wish  to  lose  a  day's  salary  for  the  fun 
of  voting. 


—The  good  people  of  Amwonns  hove  sent  ft  pe- 
tition down  to  the  minister  of  the  interior  asking 
that  the  governor  appointed  for  that  state  shall  be 
a  native  of  the  same.  They  forget  that  the  most 
recent  interpretation  of  the  idea  of  federalism 
leaves  all  such  matters  wholly  in  the  hands  of  the 
central  government. 

—The  people  of    Hahia    have    so  unceasingly 

called  upon  St.  Swithin,  that  the  holy  man  appears 
to  have  lost  his  temper  and  opened  his  flood-gates 
to  such  an  extent  that  the  rivers  are  overflowing 
and  people  are  moving  to  less  moist  positions.  It 
often  happens  that  indiscreet  applications  lead  to 
disaster.     Even  a  saint's  patience  has  n  limit. 

—Mail  advices  from  Rio  Grande  do  Sul  state 
that  when  the  news  was  received  at  Porto  Alegre 
'hat  Sr.  Caspar  da  Silvetra  Martins  had  been  par- 
doned, two  leaders  ol  the  opposition  party  made 
addresses  to  the  people  in  which  the  provisional 
government  was  sharply  attacked.  The  crowd 
sided  with  the  government,  and  the  speakers  were 
"coughed  down." 

—On  the  24th  ult.  the  minister  of  agriculture 
isked  the  Treasury  officials  if  they  were  inclined 
to  stand  one-half  of  45,000$  per  annum  that  a 
citizen  has  asked  for  to  establish  a  "course  of 
lechnical  instruction  modelled  upon  the  standard 
of  the  sciiool  of  high  commercial  studies  and 
economic  section  of  the  Academy  of  Political 
Sciences  in  Paris." 

—Antonio  de  Oiivera  is  the  name  of  a  14-year 
■Id  boy  of  Juik  de  F6ra  whose  curiosity  led  him  to 
xplore  the  inside  of  a  dynamite  sky-rocket  with  a 
nail  on  the  25th  ult.  They  took  his  left  hand  oft 
soon  ailer,  but  Antonio  is  still  wondering  what  did 
it.  Of  one  thing  Antonio  may  be  thankful,— that 
the  amputation  was  not  performed  in  the  Miseri- 
icrdia,  in  Rio  de  Janeiro, 

-A  gentleman  named  Nunes  complains  to  the 
editor  of  the  Tihuol,  Juu  de  Fora,  ul  being  drug- 
ged and  robbed  at  the  station  of  Tupimssii.  'I  hey 
caused  him  to  miss  his  train  there,  then  compelled 
him  to  drink,  and  then  robbed  him  of  1,980$.  lie 
'ailed  to  find  a  police  authority  at  the  time,  but 
when  he  went  there  subsequently  he  was  warned  to 
leave  the  place  and  was  threatened  with  violence 
by  ihe  men  who  robbed  him.  There  is  some  slight 
suspicion  that  Nunes  was  a  victim  ol  his  own  ver- 
dancy. 

—The  town  of  Itatiba,  S.  Paulo,  was  the  scene 
of  an  attempted  robbery  and  murder  on  the  morn- 
ing  of  the  15th  ult.,  which  ought  to  put  an  end  for 
a  time  to  all  this  sentimental  twaddle  about  treat- 
ing criminals  with  leniency.  At  half  past  two 
o'clock  a  merchant  named  Pereira,  who  has  tile  re- 
putation of  heme;  rich,  was  attacked  by  one  or  more 
persons  who  nearly  killed  his  wife  and  grandchild, 
as  well  as  himself,  Two  sons  sleeping  in  an  upper 
room  were  awakened  by  the  struggle,  and  on  has- 
tening down  the  elder  was  shot,  being  wounded  30 
severely  that  he  will  probably  die.  The  younger 
son  escaped  and  alarmed  the  authorities.  No  clue 
to  the  assassins  has  been  found.  A  little  hanging 
is  becoming  very  necessary  in  Brazil. 

-A  very  singular  accident  occurred  at  Sitio,  a 
station  on  the  Dom  Pedro  II  railway,  Minas  Ge- 
raes, on  the  23rd  ult.  An  unknown  colored  man 
entered  a  store  in  a  slate  of  extreme  intoxication,  and 
remained  there  until  the  doors  were  closed  for  the 
night.  He  was  then  turned  out  and  went  to  a 
shed  {lancko)  near  by,  where  he  sat  down  near  a 
fire  which  some  one  had  left.  About  n  o'clock 
cries  and  groans  were  heard  from  the  lancko,  and 
when  some  neighbors  went  to  see  what  the  trouble 
was  they  found  the  poor  fellow  with  his  clothes  all 
but  ned  off  and  suffering  intense  agonies  from  burns 
on  various  parts  of  his  body.  Death  resulted  at 
4  o'clock  the  following  morning,  and  then  the 
neighbors  sat  down  to  wait  for  the  police  authority, 
which  did  not  put  in  an  appearance  for  some  twen- 
ty-lour hours  after  the  poor  man's  death. 


Railroad    Notes 


—  An  unknown  white  man  was  killed  on  the 
Mogyana  line  near  Anhumas  on  the  evening  of 
the  25th  ult. 

—  A  concession  with  a  6%  guarantee  has  been 
granted  for  the  construction  of  a  railway  from 
Petroiina  to   the   sea-coast,  in  the  state  of  Piauhy. 

—The  report  that  the  government  has  been  put- 
ting embarrassments  in  ihe  way  of  the  sale  of  the 
Sao  Paulo  railway  to  the  Paulista  company,  has 
been  formally  denied. 

—The  new  branch  of  the  Jardiin  Botanico  train- 
way  line,  which  passes  through  Ruas  Olinda  and 
Banibina,  is  now  ready  for  traffic.  The  trams  will 
run  to  the  Largo  dos  Ledes. 

— The  contractors  for  the  construction  of  the 
Rage  to  Cacequy  branch  of  ihe  Porto  Alegre  and 
Uruguayana  railway,  Rio  Grande  do  Sul,  are  to 
receive  I02,70i$943  for  the  work  done  in  August. 

— A  decree  dated  on  the  22nd  ult,  grants  a 
monopoly  for  So  years  and  an  interest  guarantee, 
6  per  cent,  on  30,000$  per  kdometre  lor  30  years, 
to  a  citizen  for  a  railway  from  Caruarti,  Pernam- 
buco,  to  Crato.  Ceara. 

—On  the  26th  ult.  the  Jtnnal  do  Commenio 
publishes  the  division  of  labor  established  among 
the  directors  of  the  Geral  railway  company.  There 
are  nine  directors— and  we  presume  their  salaries 
can  not  be   very  much  over  100,000$  per  annum. 

—The  tramway  lines  recently  purchased  from 
the  .Santos  Improvements  Co.  by  the  Banco  de 
Melhoramentos  for  1,200,000$,  have  recently  been 
sold  to  the  Companhia  de  Transportes  for  1,500,- 
000$.  There  is  a  pretty  strong  show  of  inflation 
in  these  prices. 

-It  is  announced  that  the  first  debenture  emis- 
sion of  the  "Compagnie  des  Chemins  Sudeste 
liresilienne"  in  Paris  and  Brusselsdn  the 22nd  ult., 
was  a  success.  The  issue  was  50,000  debentures, 
representing  25,000,000  francs.

—The  operation  of  that  extraordinarily-con- 
ceived railway,  the  Paulo  Afionso,  does  not  seem 
to  afford  any  very  hopeful  result.  A  credit  of  30,. 
018J600  is  required  to  pay  running  expenses  to 
the  end  of  the  year.  In  1SS9  the  receipts  were 
4Z,288$420.  while  the  running  expenses  amounted 
to  I«TmS!|SS4S,  leaving  a  deficit  of  94-937H'0' 
In  1888  t'lie  deficit  was  88,o76$220.  The  road  is 
116  kilometres  long  ami  connects  the  wilderness 
above  the  Paulo  Aftonao  falls  with  an  almost 
deserted  region  below.  In  our  opinion  the  gov- 
ernment should  sell  the  road  to  the  Compannia 
Geral,  whose  book-keeper  will  v«ry  soon  work  up 
a  dividend.

To  tins  Admiral  Wandenkolk  replies 
that  no  such  permission  will  be  granted,  as  the 
direction  of  the  navy  is  wholly  in  his  own  hands. 
Had  Barao  Ladario  said  this  thirteen  months  ago 
what  a  storm  it  would  have  raised  ! 

—We  were  advised  on  Saturday,  by  a  gentleman 
who  had  just  visiled  the  place,  that  the  state  of 
tilings  at  the  i  mini  grants'  station  on  Ilha  das 
K lores  is  something  indescribable.

A 
number  of  them  were  raided  by  the  police  on  ihe 
nigltt  of  the  26th  ult.  with  the  result  of  finding 
them  crowded  with  from  40  to  100  poor  wretches 
herding  together  like  hogs.

TBS,  CilUNRT  CRISIS. 

\\y  delaying  this  page  until  a  later  hour  we  are 
able  to  give  llie  following  ileitis  of  information  in 
respect  to  the  ministerial  crisis.  We  nrr  credibly 
informed  (hat  the  difficulty  is  due  wholly  to  the 
antagonistic  views  of  ihe  military  and  civilian  ele- 
ments of  llie  government  in  respect  lo  the  assault 
Oil  the  office  of  the  Tribuna.  This  assault  was 
organized  and  executed  by  officers,  some  o(  them 
high  in  the  confidence  of  the  executive  and  one  of 
(hem  at  least  a  party  in  the  Apulcho  de  Caslio 
affair,  who  were  aided  by  men  from  one  of  the 
battalions  of  the  garrison.  To  their  great  credit, 
the  ministers  were  highly  indignant  over  the 
outrage  and  at  an  Informal  meeting  on  Sunday 
resolved  to  resign  in  case  the  offenders  were  not 
promptly  punished.  As  Ihe  names  of  the  criminals 
are  known  to  the  authorities  and  in  the  newspaper 
offices  of  this  city,  this  ought  not  to  be  difficult. 
This  resolution  and  the  resignation  of  the  cabinet 
were  presented  to  Genera!  Deodoro  late  yesteiday, 
and  a  cabinet  meeting  was  called  for  this  afternoon 
to  discuss  the  situation.  The  result,  ns  we  anticip- 
ated, which'  may  he  seen  in  the  following  declara- 
tion, to  appear  in  the  Diario  Official  to-morrow, 
leaves  everything  unsettled  and  amounts  in  reality 
to  a  triumph  for  military  aggression  and  indis- 
cipline: 

"The  cabinet  met  yesterday  in  special  session 
under  the  presidency  of  the  General-iiicliief  of  the 
provisional  government.  With  full  agreement  as 
to  views  anil  perfect  uniformity  of  sentiment,  there 
were  discussed  and  examined  the  occurrences 
which  are  known  to  the  public.  Alter  the  adop. 
lion  of  measures  that  appear  pertinent  and  imper- 
ative, the  government  affirms  that  public  order 
will  he  guaranteed,  as  well  as  that  all  liberty  within 
the  law  will  be  secured."

AN  INEXPLICABLE  STRIKE, 

The  population  of  the  city  were  very  much  sur- 
prised this  morning  to  find  that  the  cartmen  weer 
all  out  on  a  strike.  A  few  were  in  the  street  as 
usual  at  an  early  hour,  but  the  strikers  soon  sent 
them  home,  and  lor  the  rest  ol  the  day  the  streets 
were  entirely  empty  of  almost  every  species  of 
vehicle.  With  but  few  exceptions  the  strikers 
were  orderly  and  good  natmed,  but  an  ill-advised 
attempt  lo  slop  llie  trams  and  to  tear  up  the  Carris 
Urbanos  tram  lines  in  the  coffee  district  to  slop 
the  transportation  of  coffee,  brought  them  into  dis- 
credit. A  strong  police  force  has  been  on  duty 
during  the  day,  and  the  patrols  have  been  in- 
creased. All  deliveries  of  coffee  were  slopped,  as 
also  was  llie  delivery  of  merchandise  at  the  custom- 
house. 

The  real  cause  of  the  strike  is  difficult  to  deter- 
mine. It  was  at  first  reported  to  be  on  account  of 
wages ;  then  it  was  said  lo  be  due  to  a  new  munici 
pal  ordinance  imposing  heavy  penalties  for  accl< 
dents  and  injuries  to  others;  and  then,  lastly,  that

—On  the  25th  ult.  the  Coireio  do  Povo  mentions 
a  rumor  that  the  privilege  of  issuing  another  200,- 
000,000$  in  paper  would  be  granted  to  various 
banks  here,  but  furnishes  no  particulars. 

—On  the  14th  ult.  the  government  granted  10 
years  free  entry  for  his  machinery,  (arm  utensils, 
etc.,  to  a  citizen  who  proposes  to  establish  wheal 
cultivation  and  flour  mills  in  Rio  Grande  do  Hul. 

—The  "Brazil  Agricola"  company,  capital  2,000,- 
000$,  is  formed  under  the  interest  guarantee  of  6 
percent,  granted  such  enterprises  by  the  governor 
ot  Rio  de  Janeiro  lor  joint-stock  agricultural  ex- 
periments. 

—The  Nacional  de  Alcools  Exlrafinos  company 
has  invited  its  shareholders  to  receive  the  amount 
due  each  as  agreed  by  them  at  the  meeting  held  011 
September  iSlh,  when  il  was  decided  to  liquidate 
the  company. 

—A  company  has  been  organized  in  Campinas, 
Sao  Paulo,  to  be  called  "Commercial  dos  Varc- 
gistas  e  Consumidores,"  for  furnishing  supplies 
to  agriculturists  on  a  commission  of  10  per  cent. 
The  capital  is  only  3,000,000$. 

—On  the  261I1  ult.  the  Navidades  says  that  the 
incorporator  of  the  Banco  Administrative  Nacional 
do  llrazil  was  to  leave  shortly  tor  Spain.  Perhaps 
ihe  gentleman  will  solicit  subscriptions  for  his  bank 
at  home,  as  he  is  a  Spaniard,  we  believe? 

—We  sincerely  trust  that  the  incorporators  of 
companies  still  believe  everyone  in  Rio  is  an  idiot. 
The  provisions  made  for  expenses  of  corporation, 
salaries  (or  directors  and  auditors  in  the  approved 
statutes  of  some  of  these  mushrooms,  would  make 
a  London  promoter's  heart  glad. 

—A  decree  dated  on  the  22nd  ult.  authorizes  the 
formation  of  a  joint-stock  company,  capital  500,- 
000$,  under  the  name  of  the  "  Propngndora  dos 
Vinhos  e  Generos  ItalianOs."  The  objects  of  this 
company  appear  to  be  to  increase  the  consumption 
of  Italian  wines,  inaccaroni,  etc.,  in  Brazil. 

—According  10  the  C'orrtia  do  Povo  of  the  27th 
ult.  a  number  of  merchants  have  suggested  that 
wharfage  and  storage  at  the  custom-house  shall  also 
be  collected  in  gold  to  save  trouble.  We  do  not 
doubt  our  colleague's  assertion,  but  wish  he  would 
publish  a  list  of  the  merchants  who  suggest  paying 
In  gold  what  may  be  paid  in  paper. 

-It  is  suggested  that  General  Senator  Minister 
Barbosa  s  recent  attack  of  rheumatism  was  due  to 
an  attempt  to  sit  in  that  draught  which  look  away 
£1,300,000  ol  our  gold.  It  was  a  very  chilly  task, 
however,  and  inflammatory  symptoms  were  quickly 
developed.  The  best  way  to  stop  a  draught  of 
that  characler  is  lo  keep  the  Treasury  door  closed.
